Mr  l&yor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  report  on  the  health  of 
the  Borough  for  the  year  19^4* 

This  report  is  again  curtailed  in  view  of  the  Yfar  conditions  , and 
in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Minister  of  Health.  The 
statistics  have  been  compiled  in  the  Department,  there  being  no  fig¬ 
ures  available  from  the  Registrar  General. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  I  record  the  death  of  your  late  Chair¬ 
man,  Alderman  A.T.  Corns,  in  July  last,  who  had  been  Chairman  of  the 
Health  Committee  since  1938.  He  was  most  able,  keen  and  energetic, 
yet  at  the  same  time,  considerate  and  sympathetic  in  all  matters  re¬ 
ferred  to  him  as  Chairman.  I  personally  valued  his  support  and  kind 
co-operation  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  health  and  welfare  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  Borough. 

During  the  year  under  review  there  were  508  deaths  giving  a  death 
rate  of  13.3  per  1000  population,  as  compared  with  12.1  last  year  ,  The 
highest  death  rate  occurred  in  Market  Ward  and  the  lowest  in  Old  park 
Ward . 

The  birth  rate  was  18. U  as  compared  with  17.2  last  year,  the 
infantile  mortality  rate  being  6l.5  per  1000  births. 

The  popularity  of  the  Welfare  Clinics  continues.  12,826  attend¬ 
ances  were  made  during  the  year  compared  with  9,079  last  year.  The 
distribution  of  cod  liver  oil  and  fruit  juices  was  continued  at  all 
the  clinics  ana  the  Food  Executive  Officer  informs  me  that  98,698  bot¬ 
tles  of  orange  juice,  7,313  bottles  of  cod  liver  oil,  and  1,701;  pack¬ 
ets  oi  vitamin  A  and  D  tablets  were  issued  during  the  year. 

Diphtheria  immunisation  has  been  carried  out  throughout  the  year 
at  all  the  Welfare  Clinics,  a  total  of  p69  children  under  five  years 

oi  age  being  immunised,  and  101  children  received  treatment  against 
Whooping  Cough. 
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Approximately  70%  of  expectant  mothers  attended  the  Ante-natal 
Clinics,  making  a  total  of  3,587  attendances. 

The  Emergency  or  "Flying  Squad"  Unit  organised  by  St.Maryfs  Hos¬ 
pital  was  called  out  on  several  occasions,  giving  transfusions  and 
specialised  treatment  to  mothers  in  their  own  homes. 

In  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2866  on  the 
Care  of  the  Illegitimate  Child,  a  scheme  was  drawn  up  by  the  Lancash¬ 
ire  County  Council,  and  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  which 
this  Authority  agreed  to  participate. 

With  regard  to  the  care  of  the  premature  baby, the  Midwives  prac¬ 
tising  in  the  Borough  give  immediate  notification  of  these  births  and 
the  Health  Visitors  are  now  paying  special  attention  to  the  care  of 
these  babies  . 

The  attendances  at  the  two  War-time  Day  Nurseries  have  been  well 
maintained  and  the  health  of  the  children  has  been  exceptionally  good. 

In  May,  two  probationers  completed  their  two  years  training  at 
West  Dene  Nursery  and  entered  the  examination  for  the  Diploma  of  the 
National  Society  of  Childrens  Nurseries , one  student  being  successful. 
Five  probationers  are  at  the  present  time  attending  a  course  of  lec¬ 
tures  organised  in  accordance  with  the  syllabus  of  the  Society. 

A  statistical  report  on  the  attendances  at  the  Nurseries  will  be 
found  on  page  32/3  of  this  report. 

Once  again  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  and  thanks  to  the 
faithful  band  of  ladies  who  have  voluntarily  given  so  much  of  their 
valuable  time  in  assisting  the  Health  Visitors  at  the  Welfare  Clinics, 
for  without  the  help  of  these  ladies  it  would  have  been  impossible  to 
cope  with  the  exceptionally  large  attendances. 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  express¬ 
ing  my  thanks  to  the  Health  Committee  and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Committee,  for  their  help  and  consideration,  to  my  colleagues  of  oth¬ 
er  departments  for  their  co-operation,  and  to  my  staff  for  their  loy¬ 
al  support.

Mr  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  wish  to  present  my  report  on  the  Cleansing  work 
in  the  Borough  during  the  year  19^-W 

All  refuse  has  been  disposed  of  by  "Controlled  Tipping”,  the 
Kelson  Fold  site  being  used  throughout  the  year. 

Scarcity  of  labour  has  been  very  acute  during  the  year.  At 
one  period,  the  number  of  men  dropped  to  six  which  lasted  for  quite  a 
time.  Horses  had  to  be  worked  in  rotation,  which  entailed  one  horse 
permanently  being  left  in  the  stables  for  a  period  of  three  months. The 
average  time  between  the  emptying  of  the  ashbins  was  four  weeks  and  at 
the  peak  period  of  the  labour  shortage  it  rose  to  six  weeks.  Apart 
from  the  inconvenience  caused  to  the  house  occupiers  it  also  had  its 
effect  upon  the  amount  of  salvage  collected.  Ihe  local  and  neighbour¬ 
ing  labour  Exchanges  were  helpless  in  assisting  us*  the  Corporation  ap¬ 
pealed  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  assistance  with  the  result  that 
this  area  was  placed  in  the  "second  preference"  category  by  the  Minis¬ 
try  of  Labour.  Owing  to  the  work  being  very  heavy,  ashbin  men  have 
to  be  strong  and  fit  in  health,  therefore,  the  "second  preference"  av¬ 
ailed  us  nothing. 

Waste  Food  Collection.  A  Direction  was  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Sup¬ 
ply  stating  that  on  and  after  the  20th  March  19U4  all  waste  food  must 
be  taken  to  Bolton  Corporation  Processing  Plant  for  which  they  pay  to 
this  Corporation  3o/~  per  ton  plus  2/3  for  excess  mileage  over  five 
miles.  During  the  year  23U  tons  17  cwts  were  col  lected  for  -v\hich  £378. 
13* lid.  has  been  received .  The  quantity  collected  is  a  decrease  upon 
the  previous  year . 

Salvage .  The  amount  of  salvage  collected  is  shewn  in  Table  XXV .  The 
revenue  from  this  source  yielded  £1327*13 «0d.  The  total  revenue  from 
all  sources  was  £17C6.6*lld, 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Health  Committee,  and  all  the  men  of  the  outdoor  staff  engaged  on 
cleansing  work,  for  their  assistance  during  the  year.

Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act  1919 


During  the  year,  the  Ministry  of  Food  inaugurated  a  scheme 
of  Rat  Infestation  Control. 

Of  181  complaints  received,  the  presence  of  rats  was  con¬ 
firmed  in  106  instances  and  79  treatments  were  carried  out  by 
the  Corporation  under  the  Scheme. 

The  number  of  rats  killed,  estimated  by  the  Ministry  of 
Food  Formula,  7/as  777,  and  183  dead  bodies  were  recovered. 

An  amount  of  £12.  h.  2  was  recovered  in  charges  to  occup¬ 
iers  whose  premises  were  treated.
